M. PASQUIER’S VISIT 
TO HONGKONG. 


- ANTI-RED MOVE. 


An important -politien! visit 
which is believed in well-informed 
circles to have a close relation to 
the existing situation in the Far 
Kast ia foreshadowed by an official 
announcement that M, Pasquier, 
the’ Governor-Gencral of the 
French Union of Indo-China, is 
shortly to make an official visit to 
Honykong, in the courae-of n trip 
to the Philippines to return the 
visit made last yenr to-Indo-China 
by Mr. Dwight Davies. 

M. Pasquier is expected about 
the middle of the present month, 
and the manner of his arrival will 
partake of the spectacular, as con- 
sideration is being given to a trip 
by hydroplane, in preference to 
transit by a man-of-war. 


Meeting Admiral. 

On arrival in Hongkong, His 
Ixcellency will mect the Com- 
mander-in-Chief of the French 
Forces in Far Eastern Waters, 
Vice-Admiral Herr, who is expect- 
ed at about the same time from 
Shanghnal with his flagship, the

There were high hopes for his 
recovery until a few days ago 
when the pneumonia infection 
rpread and developed into double 
pneumonia, Already weakened,

he failed to survive the crisis. 


Hin death in o severe blow to 
British _ politics. Although — stilt’ 
youthful as leading Parliamen- 
tarians go (he was only 44), he had 
established an enviable reputation 
in the House of Commons, where 
he was extremely popular even 
among his Party opponents. 


Mr. Graham 
was the “indus- 
trious apprentice” 
in politics. His 
carcer would have 
rejoiced the heart 
of: Dr, Samuel 
Smiles, A boy § 
clerk In the War 
Office and i, 
junior reporte: 
on na Scottish 
country paper, he 
saved — mirabile 
dictu~-to support himself for six’ 
years at Edinburgh University, 
where he had a ‘brilliant career 
in arts and law, .and. laid the 
foundations of the. carecr. which 
Med him into the Privy Council 
before he was ‘forty. * 


Academic Successes. 


The fact that he was medallist 
in the history of economics, in 
statistica and mathematical 
economics, and in forensic medi- 
cine and administrative law, in- 
dicates that he was ao secrious- 
minded youth, and. serious he 
remained, at least in public. The 
quict sense of fun, which enabled 
him to sec the amusing side. of 
the economic doctrines propound- 
cd by some of his Clydeside col- 
Jengues, found too little vent 
when he spoke in the House or 
on the platform. | 


He was rather ponderous in 
atyle, and his amazing fluency was 
apt to be a shade monotonous. 
His hearers listened with amazed 
admiration as his prodigious 
memory enabled him without a 
scrap of notes to reel off without 
pause, without a slip, stacks of 
facts und figures, or to follow the 
intricacies of the discursive 
debate to which he was replying. 

Sometimes he gave, without 
truth, an impression that he was 
repeating a lesson he has 
Jaboriously learned by heart. But 
he proved the contrary by a 
crushing retort, at length some- 
times, to an interjection and then 
returning to the main thread of 
the argument. Some time ago ho 
explained in ao newspaper article 
that he improvised a system of 
mnemonics as the debate went on. 
But that was one of his rare 
jokes. 


At the Treasury. 


It should not be supposed that 
he was a sort of young Sydney 
Webb, his head filled wit! 
statistics and his veins with re 
ink. His carly training in the 
Civil 3: 
University, and in municipal 
politics had been supplemented by 
membership of the Royal ‘Com. 
mission on Income-tax, or Oxford 
and Cambridge Universities, and 
on. many othor problems, but, 
above all, by the year he apent 
as Secretary to the Troasury. 
That was a post after his own 
heart. - e :

Graham’s secret ambition he 
could not have made a lucktor hit.

‘be overlooked, If ever there was 
ground for apprehension because 
of the extravagance of the an- 
nouncements of what the Nazis 
propose to do “on assuming power,” 
it must be doubly strengthened. 
The invitation can only mean unat 
the Hitlerites how represent an force 
which is no longer to be. ignored, 
even if the movement is still short 
of ability to take over the reins of 
yovernment. Tn the cireumstunces, 
it will be more reasonable to face 
the facts’ rather than fear them. 
Jt ix notorious that leaders of op- 
position yroups ure prepared to 
swear to do almost anything until 
the responsibility for carrying out 
a definite programme falls into 
their laps. As a general rule, they 
then change their tune. Mussolini 
could have given Hitler many points 
in the art of sabre-rattling. To- 
day, he {s hailed as a constructive 
statesman. Both Mr. Ramsay Mac- 
Donald and M. Pierre Laval were at 
one time regurded as threats to the 
existing order, The Prime Minis- 
ter has been known latterly to have 
attended a Beaufort Hunt, Is in 
fuct looked upon. us a pillar of 
society. M. Laval still says thinga 
which shock the conservatives, but 
few would suspect him of rash-ir- 
responsibility. It seems more. ren- 
sonable to assume that Herr Hitler 
Will travel the: same well-trodden 
path rather than that he will go 
on ‘the rampage as he has so often 
threatened.’ The excesses of his 
Movement—deplorable as they .are 
—ire essentinlly symptoms of the 
despair with which many Germans 
have viewed thelr Int. But if there 
je. any . constructive . phaso in 
Hitleriam, it will exert itself and 
contribute to the re-building of 
modern Germany long after Hitler's

ROAD MANNERS. 


T have just returned from n 
trip to Scotland, the first I had 
undertaken by rond for n long while 
and a journey’ which will linger in 
my memory for many reazons. 

There {fs no fairer test of the 
ability of a car and its driver than 
to trip up the Grent North Road to 
Glasgow—n fast road with few 
traMe hold-ups—and the return 
journey through the industrial 
districts of Lancashire, the Pot- 
terics, and the Midlands, 

ee ow 

The gencral behaviour of drivers 
on these two great arteries leavca 
Nothing to bo desired, with but 
few exceptions, One will always 
find a discourteous driver here and 
there; on the coastal roads they 
form too prent a percentage. On 
the Great North Rond, at any rate, 
they are conspicuous by their nb. 
pence. 

That {s probably duc to the fact 
that it fa a very fast rond, und the 
people who use it are people who 
drive fast but with safety, be they 
pleasure drivers, commercial men, 
or lorry drivers 

The farther north one drives, the 
better are the road surfaces and the 
better maintained. Signposts giv- 
ing warnings and directions are 
more frequent, more varied, and so 
placed that they can be rend at n 
distance without the necessity’ of 
slowing down or stoppiny. 

And, as I believe that through- 
out life a point can only be rammed 
home .if it is ropented agnin and 
again, I welcomed the fact that 
warning signs were repeated tivo 
and three times for the benefit of 
the casual motorist who gives only 
n flocting glance at the first sign.

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PARKING PROBLEM. 


Sir Malcolm Campbell Gives His Views, . 


F all the problems connected 

with motor traffic that of 
parxing appears the most acute. 
This is particularly so in London, 
where the growth of motor traffic 
has long since outgrown every 
facility whether of garaging or 
parking. - 

The motorist whose business 
brings him into London—or, for 
that matter. into any large town, 
is between the devil and the deep 
en, 

From early morning till Inte at 
night every parking place {s fully 
occupied. It. fa impossible for him 
to get into any near-by garage, 
hecause every inch of accommoda- 
tion is already occupied by regular 
customers and the carly motorist. 


Absurd Rules. 


Often he fs faced with having to 
drive around for hours before he 
can find a place to leave his car. 
Should he be’ so {]l-advised an to 
leave the cnr outside the place of 
call, it is almost certain that when 
he emerges after completing his 
business he will find a policeman 
waiting, note-book In hand. 


Now, it seems to me that in the 
firat place, quite apart from all 
parking facllitles, the police ar- 
Tangoments for dealing with 
obstructions are, in too many 
cases, hidebound and absurd. 


For example, some little time 
ago I left cs car outside a 
business house in one 0” the main 
thoroughfares of the West End. 
Ten yards away there was,a row 
of vans picking up londs, There 
wore at lenst cight, backed tail 
to the curb and = oteupying at 
Icast eight to ten feet of the road- 
way, ' 

I left the enr for, at the most, 
20 minutes, but when I came out 
there was the usual  poticeman 
who wanted ‘to know why. ! was 
obstructing the rond by leaving 
my car. { pofnted ont the pre- 
sence of the vans, and his reply 
wos that they were tnoking up 
goods. : : 

Now this sort of thing Js utterly 
Wogical, One of the first partial 
solutions to the problem is 
slightly more elastic regulations 
on the part of the police, 


A Business Matter. 


I would not for a moment 
advocate that the motorist should 
be allowed to leave his car where 
it does actually cause an obstruc- 
tion,’ but there are numbertess 
cases in which a car may be left 
for a rensonable  time—long 
enough, at least, to make a pur- 
chase or transact a small matter 
of business, where the obstruction 
does not exist at all except in 
the technical sense. 

What are we to do about finding 
the permanent solution neccasary 
in the interests of motoring in its 
relation to business? I am not 
particularly concerned with the 
verson who comes into London 
merely sight-seeing. He. muat 
take his chance. 

What docs vitally affact the 
business community in these 
days of motor transport is that we 
who uge our motorcara for business 
should: be afforded at‘least a 
reasonable chance of carrying out 
our business. unhampered and 
unharried by voxatious regulations 
and undue intorference.: 


I am-not by any means an 
iconoclast, but we cannot afford 
in tho interest of modern develop- 
ment to allow London to remain 
for over a speclos of garden city. 
{ refer more particularly to tho 
London squares which are ceasing 
to be residential and fast becoming 
devoted to businoss premises, 
clubs; and hotels. ie 


Tho beautifully wooded gardon 
spaces which occupy valuable 
Isnd. .in these squares must, 
ultimately, in common with other 


But this fs a utilitarian age. 
Many of our older builaings are 
disappearing, and on thor sites 
aro many business premises, flata, 
and hotels all miniatering to pro- 
gress and to the now needs of the 
community. ' 


Why not, then, take our courage 
in both hands and dovote certain 
of the squares to useful, rather 
than ornamental, purposes, St. 
James'‘s-equare and Berkeloy- 
equare are cases In polnt, 


Long ago they ceaacd to be com- 
pletely residential and are now 
occupied by clubs and offices. 
Even the few houses still residen- 
tial aro being sold for conversion 
to businesa. Hero we have a con- 
siderable aron which, Opened up, 
would afford parking space for 
many cara. 


Why use only the surface aren? 


Why not go underground as 
well? : 


As a matter.of fact some years 
ago tho Automobile Associat.on 
formulated a scheme for building 
an underground parking place at 
Leicester-square. The scheme 
was not proceeded with mainly, 
I believe, on the ground that there 
would bo danger of fire. : 


No Responsibility, 


While existing facilities afford 
conveniences to the motor.ng 
public,, there undoubtedly a 
treat deal of ‘room for improve- 
ment. At present. there is no 
responsibility taken by anyone for 
property and cars deposited in 
tharge of the attendant. 


' Tho ‘attendant is Heongcd b: 
the authorities, but he is unpaid 
and depends on tips, Further, -it 
does not secm falr that these 
-attendants should, by the very 
Nature of thelr ‘Heencea, act ag 
common . informers: -avainst the 
motorist from whom they draw 
their money. 


There must, df courae, be regu- 
lations, and these regulations 
must, with a little elasticity, be 
observed by the motorist ~ who 
leaves his car in a public park, 
brt one docs rather resent having 
to tip the man whose licence may 
dcpend on informing the polleo- 
man on the beat when a car haa 
been left a few minutes over the 
regulation time, 

It would be much better if a 
charge were made to which no 
one would object, a Hmited res- 
Pponsibility taken for the safety of 
the car, and the time allowed made 
dependent upon the charge made. 


The time limit of one or -two 
hours at present imposed, te 
directed | against the car owner 
who leaves his car in the morning 
‘and drives it away again after 
office hours. at a total cost of a 
six-penny tip. That could easily 
be stopped by making n charge of 
say Gd. for every two hours. }

Death haa removed two pice 
turesque vetorankx In the Peerage 
in the persons of the Marchioncan 
of Blandford, mother of the Duke 
of Marlborough, who was $4 years 
of ago, and the Earl of Kimberley, 
who was 83, 

The Marchionvas wha as grent 
Victorian hostess. and reputedly 
the Lady Corisande in Lord Dis: 
recli’s “Lothalr."—British 
leas. 

Earl of Kimberley. 

Lord Kimberley died at the age 
of 883 years. He waa the father 
of the famous polo player, Lord 
John Wodechoure. He waa ruy- 
sed, unconventional character and 
once challenged na fellow council- 
lor In Norfolk to fight a duel in 
Varia. He wna fined - £6 for 
punching a political opponent ‘at 
the General Election campaign of 
1905 and joined the Labour Party 
In 1919. He shocked his friends 
by poisoning foxea and harboured 
an rooted dislike for perambuln- 
tora, special constables and jub- 
lic schools.—Britiah Wireleas, 

(John Woedchouse, 2nd Eurl of 
Kimberley was born in December 
1848. He waa the eldest son of 
the 1st Earl of Kimberley. ‘He 
wan educated at Eton and Trinity 
College. Cambridge. His re- 
nidence was Kimberley Houae, 
Wymondham, Norfolk.] 

Sir Muhammnd Shafi. 
London, Jan. 8. 

Sir Muhammad Shafi, the Mos- 
lem Indian stateaman who took a 
prominent part in the firat and 
second Round Table Conferences 
in London, died at Lahore yester- 
day, aged 62.
